When informed on Thnrsday last that it 
was the intention of Congress to adjourn 
sine die on the ensuing Saturday, I deemed 
it in y duty to n qui «t a postponement of the 
adjournment, in order that 1 might submit 
for your consideration certain matters of 
jmhlie Interest which are now laid before 
you. When that request wan made, the 
moat iwportaul measures that had occupied 
your attention during the session had not 
been so far advanced as to bo submitted for 
Executive action, and the state of the coun- 
try had been so materiallv affected by the 
events of the last four months as to evince 
the necessity of further and more energot- 
ir legislation than was contemplated in No- 
vember last. 

Our country is now environed with perils 
which it is our duty calmly to contemplate. 
Thus alone can the measures necessary to 
avert threatened calamities In? wisely de- 
vised and efficiently enforced. 

THE DANUEK OF THE KKI1EL CAPITAL. 

Recent military operations of the enemy 
have been successful in the capture of some 
of our seaports, aud in devastating large 
districts of our country. These event* have 
had the natural effect of encouraging our 
foes and di-j.iriting mauy of our people. 
The capital of th« Confederate States is now 
threatened, aud it is in greater danger than 
it bus heretofore been during the war. The 
lact is stated without reserve or conceal- 
ment, as due to the people whose servants 
we ar-e, and in whose courage and consta - 
cy entire trust is reposed; as due to you, in 
whose wisdom and resolute spirit the peo- 
ple have confided for the adoption of the 
measures required to guard them from 
threatened perils. 

THE ONLY W AY TO SAVE THE CONFEDERACY. 

While stating to you that our country is 
in danger. I also desire to state my deliber- 
ate conviction that it is within our power to 
avert the calamities whi- h menace us, and 
to secure the triumph of the sacred cause 
t<>r which so tquch sacrifice has hten mad", 
so much suffering endured, so many pre- 
cious lives been lost. This result is to lie 
obtained by fortitude, by courage, by con- 
stancy in enduring the amatiaVcM still need- 
ed; in a word, by the prompt aud resolute 
devotion of the whole resources of men and 
money- in the Confederacy to the achieve- 
ment of our libenies and independence. 

The measures nov required to be 8UO0QM- 
M should Im> prompt. Ixjng delils ration 
and proirai ted debut" over important mea- 
sures are not only natural, but laudable, in 
representative assemblies under ordinary 
circumstances; but in moments of danger, 
when action becomes urgent, the delay thus 
ci used is Use!!' a new souro ol peril. Thus 
it has unfortunately happened thai ■ >me of 
the measures pa»-<-<! by you in piirsuni i 
of the reconmieTidstions contained in m\ 
message of November last have been so re- 
tarded as to lose much of their value, or 
h:.\e. for the same reason, been abandoned 
after being matured, became no longer ap- 
plicable to our altered condition, and others 
have not been brought under examination, 
lu liiaUing these remarks, it is far from my 
intention to attribute the lo-s of time to 
eny other cause than those inhereut in de- 
liberative assemblies, but only urgently to 
recommend prompt action on the measures 
now submitted. 

We need, for carrying on the warsuccess- 
tuilv, men and supplies for the army. We 
haw both within our country sufficient to 
• • taia BttcceHL 

To obtain the supplies it is necessary to 
profcMl promotive interests, guard our 
iinesof communication by an increase in 
the numWr of our forces, and hence it re- 
sults that, with large augmentations in the 
number of men in the army, the facility oi 
supplying the troops would lie greater than 
villi our recent reduceil strength. 

NECESSITY OF Fl I.I.I Mi THE TREASIKV. 

For the purchase of supplies now requir- 
ed, especially for the armies in Virginia 
and North Carolina, the treasury must !>;■ 
provided with means, and a modification 
of the impressment law is required. It 

has 1 11 ascertained, bv examination, that 

we have within our reach a sufficiency o» 
wlist is most needed for the army, and 
without haviug recourse to the ample pro- 
vision existing in those parts of the Con- 
acy with which our communication 
has been partially interrupted by hostile 
operations. But in some districts from 
v. !ii.-h supplies are to l»e drawn, the inhabi- 
tants, hang eitlier within the enemv's lines 
Or in very close proximity, are unable to 
make use of Confederate Treasury not"* 
tor the purchase of articles of prime neces- 
sity, and it is necessary that, to s<. me e\ 
tent, coin be paid in order to obtain sup- 
plies. It is, therelore, recommended that 
Congress do»isc the means of making iivai - 
able the coin within the t'oul'ederacy for 
the purpose of supplying the army. The 
oafoen of the supply deparlmeuta report 
that, with two millions of dollars in coin, 
the armies of V irginia and North Carolina 
can be auiply supplied for the remainder ot 
the year; and the knowledge of this fact 
should sufih*? to insure the adoption of the 
measures necessary t - obtain this i ss::- 

IIIi: IMPRESSMENT LAW. 

The impressment law, sis it now exists, 
prohibits i he public officers from impress- 
ing supplies without making payment ot 
the valuaii' n at the tine- of impressment. 
The limit fixed for the issue of Treasury 
notes has been nearly reached, and the 
Treasury cannot always furnish the funds 
necessary for prompt pavmeut, while the 
MM tor raisiug revenues, which would 
have afforded means for diminishing, it 
not removing, this difficulty, was unfortu- 
nately del iyed for several months, and has 
just been signed. In the condition of things, 
it is impossible to supply the army, al- 
though ample stores may exist in the 
country. Whenever the owners refuse to 
give credit to the public officer, it is neces- 
sary that this restriction on the power of 
impressment be removed. The power is 
admitted to be obje«^ mable, liable to abuse, 
and unequal in its operation ou individu- 
als; yet all these objections must yield to 
absolute necessity. It is also suggested 
that the system of valuation now establish- 
ed ought t » Is- radically changed. The leg- 
islation requires, iu such cases of impress- 
ment, that the market price be paid; but 
there is really no market price in many 
< ises, and then valuation is made arbitra- 
rily, and in a depreciated currency. The 
result is that the most extravagrant prices 
are tixed, such as no one ever expects to be 
paid in coin. None believe that the Gov- 
ernment can ever redeem, in coin, the obli- 
gation to pay fifty dollars a bushel for corn, 
or seven hundred dollars a barrel for flour. 
It wouid seem to be more just and appro- 
priate to estimate the supplies impressed at 
their value iu coin — to give the obligation 
of the Government for the payment of the 
price in coin, with reasonable interest, or, 
«i the option of the creditor, to return in 
kind the wheat or corn impressed, with a 
reasonable interest, also payable in kind, 
and to make the obligations thus issued 
receivable for all pavmeut s due in coin to 
the Government. Whatever lie the value 
attached by Congress to these suggestions, 
it is hoped that there will l>e no hesitation 
in s > changing the law as to render it pos- 
sible to supply the army, in case of neces- 
sity, by the impressment of provisions for 
that purpose. 

THE FINANCIAL COLLAPSB. 

The measure adopted to raise revenue, 
though liberal in its provisions, being 
clearly inadequate to meet the arrears of 
debt and the cur-ent expenditures, some 
degree ot embarrassment in the manage- 
ment of the^jnances must continue to be felt 
It is to be regretted, I think, that the re- 
of the Secretary of the 



payable in Treasury notes, was rejected by 
v 'ongress. This tax would have contribut- 
el mat- rialiv U facilitate the purchase of 
provision^ and diminish the necessity now 
felt for a supply of coin. 

The in -as ures pas -ed by Congress, during 
the session, for recruiting the army, and 
supplying the additional force needed for 
the public def nee, have been, in my judg- 
ment, insufficient, and I am impelled, by a 
profound conviction of duty, and stimulat- 
ed by a sense of the perils which surround 
our "country, to urge upon you additional 
legislation ou this subject. 

THE NEi.llO TROOPS. 

The bill for employing negroes as soldiers 
has not yet reached me, though the printed 
journals of your proceedings inform me of 
Us passage. Much benefit is anticipated 
from this measure, though far less than 
wojuld have result - i fr< m its adoption at 
an earlier date, so as to afford'time for their 
organization and instruction during the 
winter months. 
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EXEM1TIONS. 

Tic bill for diminishing the number of 
exenij-ts has just been made the subject of 
a special message, and its provisions are 
such as would and no strength to the army. 
The recommendations to abolish all class 
exemptions has not met jour favor, al- 
though st ill deemed by me a valuable and 
important measure; and the number of 
men exempted by a new clause in the act 
just passed is believed to be quite equal to 
that of those whose exemptiou is revoked. 
A law of a few lines, repealing all class ex- 
emptions, would not only strengthen the 
foras* in the field, but be still more bene- 
ficial by abating the natural discontent and 
jealousy created in the army by the exist- 
aace of ajaaa i privilege^ by law to remain 
iu j« laces ol salety while their fellow-citi- 
zens are exiosed in the trenches and the 
field. 

NEW MILITIA LAW NEEDED. 

The measure most needed, however, at 
the present time, for affording an increase 
to our military strength, is a general 
militia law, such as the Constitution author- 
izes Congress to pass, by granting to it 
jaiwer "to provide for organizing, arming, 
and disciplining the militia, and for gov- 
erning such part of them as maybe em- 
ployed in the service of the Confederate 
Slates,'' and the further power "to provide 
tor calling forth the militia to execute Un- 
laws of the Confederate Slates, suppress in- 
surrpctions and repel invasions." The nf- 
. ssiiy f or the exercise of this power can 
never exist if BOt in the circumstances 
which now surround u«. The security ol 
the Slates against any encroachment by the 
Confederate Government is amply provided 
by the Constitution, by reserving to the 
States respectively the appointment of the 
officers, and the authority of training the 
militia according to the discipline prescribed 
by Congress. 

A law is needed to prescribe not only how 
and of what persous the militia is to be or- 
ganized, but to provide the mode of calling 
them out. If instances be required to ohow 
i he necessity for such a general law, it is 
sufficient to mention that in one easel have 
baea informed by it Governor of a State 
that the law does not permit him to call out 
the militia from one county for service iu 
another; SO that a single brigade of the ene- 
my could traverse the Stale, and devastate 
. ach county in tarn without any power ou 
the part of the Executive to use the militi i 
for effective deb uce; while iu another State 
the Executive refused to allow the militia 
"to be employed in the service of the Con- 
federate States," iu the absence of a law for 
that purpose. 

aoaaaananai the writ of habeas cokpi-s. 

1 have heretofore, iu a confidential BMBV 
BBSS to the two Houses, stated the facts 
which induced me to consider it necessary 
thai the privilege ot the writ of habeas cor- 
pus should be suspended. The conviction 
of the necessity of this measure has become 
leep r as the events of the struggle have 
hash developed. Congress has not con- 
curred with me in opinion. It is my duty 
o as] that the time has arrived, when the 
suspension of the writ is not simply advisa- 
ble and exjH-dient, but aluiost indispensa- 
ble to the successful conduct of the war. 
On Congress must rest the responsibility of 
declining to exerci«e a power conferred by 
Use < oiistitution as a meuus of public safe- 
ty, to be used in periods of national peril, 
resulting from foreign invasion. If our 
present circumstances were not such us 
were contemplated when this power was 
conferred, 1 couh-ss myself at a loss to 
iaaagiaa any contingency in which this 
clause of the Constitution will not remain 
a dead letter. 

THE LATE PEACE CON FEKENl'E. 

With the prompt adoption of the meas- 
ures ab. ve recommended, and the united 
and hearty co-operation of < 'ongress and 
the people in the execution of the laws aud 
the defense of the country, we may enter 
on the couiiug campaign with cheerful cou- 
ti ience in the result. And who can doubt 
the continued existence of that spirit and 
fortitude of the people, and of that constan- 
cy under reverses which alone are needed 
to render triumph secure? What other re- 
sources remain available but the undying, 
une mquerable resolve to be free? It has 
baeoaas certain beyond all doubt or ques- 
tion that we must continue this struggle to 
a successful issue or make abject and un- 
conditional submission to such terms as it 
shall please the conqueror to impose ujion 
us afier our surrender. II a possible doubt 
boald exist after the conference between 
our commissioners and Mr. Lincoln, as re- 
cently reported to you, it would be dispell- 
ed by a recent occurrence, of which it is 
proper thai J ou should be informed. 

i "i-.gress will remember that in the con- 
ference above referred to, oar couimission- 
srawan in formed that the Government of 
the United States would not enter into any 
aaroaaaast or treaty whatever with the Con- 
federate States, aor w ith any single state: 
aud the only |>ossible mode of obtaining 
peace was by laying down our arms, dis- 
banding our forces, aud yielding uncondi- 
tional obedience to the laws of the United 
Stntes, including those passed for the con- 
fiscation of our property, and the constitu- 
tional amendment for the abolition of slav- 
very. Il will further lie remembered that 
Mr. Lincoln declared that the only terms 
on which hostilities could cease were those 
stated iu his message of December last, iu 
which we are informed, that, in the event 
of our penitent submission, he would tem- 
per justice with mercy, and that the ques- 
tion whether we would be governed as de- 
pendent territories, or permitted to have a 
representation in their Congress,|was>ne on 
which he could promise nothing, but which 
would be decided by their Congress after 
our submis-ion had been accepted. 

It has not, however, been hitherto stated 
to vou that, in the course of the conference 
at Fortress Monroe, a suggestion was made 
by one of our commissioners, that the ob- 
!< .•'. ion entertained by Mr. Lincoln to treat- 
ing with the Government of the Confedercy, 
or with any separate State, might be avoid- 
ed by snb-tituting, for the usual mode of 
negotiating through commissioners or other 
diplomatic agents, the method sometimes 
employed of a military convention, to be 
enu red into by the Commanding Generals 
of the armies of the two belligerents. This, 
he admitted, was a power possessed by 
him, though U was not thought commen- 
surate with all the questions involved. As 
he (lid not accept the suggestion when made, 
he was afterward requested to reconsider 
his conclusion upon the subject of the sus- 
pension of hostilities, which he agreed to 
do, but said that he had maturely consider- 
al Of the plan, and had determined that it 
could not be dc

Subsequently, however, an interview 
with Gen. Longstreet was asked for by 
lien. Ord, commanding the enemy's Army 
of the James, during which General Long- 
street was informed by him that there was 
a possibility of arriving at a satisfactory 
adjustment of the present unhappy diffi- 
culties by means of a military convention, 
and that, if (Jen. Lee desired an interview 
on the subject it would not be declined, 
provided Gen. Lee had authority to act. 
•niis eommunicaUon was suppo 



ferred to, and Gen. Lee, according to in- 
structions, wroie to Gen. Grant on the 2d 
of this month, proposing to meet him for 
conference on the subject, and stating that 
he was vested with the requisite authority. 
Gen. Grant's replv stated that he had no 
uuthonty to aooede to the proposed confer- 
ence; ttiat his powers extended only to 
making a convention on subjects purely of 
a military character, and thnt General Ord 
could only have meant that an interview 
would not be refused on any subject on 
which he (General Grant) had the right to 
act. 

It thus appears that neither with the Con- 
federate authorities of any State, nor 
through the commanding generals, will the 
Government of" the United States treat or 
make any terms of agreement whatever for 
the cessation of hostilities. There remains, 
then, for us no choice but to continue this 
eoaasat to a final issue; for the people of the 
Confederacy can be but little known to him 
who supposes it possible they would ever 
consent to purchase at the cost of degrada- 
tion and slavery permission to live in a 
country garrisoned by their own negroes 
and governed by officers sent by the con- 
queror to rule over them. 

Til E LABI KIT'ORT. 

Having thus fully placed before you the 
information requisite to enable you to judge 
ot the state of toe country, the dangers to 
which we are exposed, and the measures of 
LeghUatioa needed lor averting them, it re- 
mains for mo but to invoke your attention 
to the consideration of those means by 
which, above all others, we may-hopu to 08- 
. ape the calamities that would result from 
our failure. Prominent above ail others is 

e nt-'-uBskv for earnest and cordial co-ope- 
ration lietween all departments nf lioverii- 
nient, State, and Confederate, and all emi- 
nent citizens throughout the Confederacy. 
To you especially, Bl Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, do the people look for encourage- 
ment and counsel. To your action— not 
only in legislativs halls, but in your homes 
— will their eyes be turned for the example 
of srhai is befitting men who, by willing 
sacrifices on the altar of freedom, show that 
they are worthy to enjoy its blessings. I 
fool full confidence that you will concur 
with me in the conviction that your public 
duties will not be euded wheu you shall 
have closed the legislative labors of the ses- 
sion; but that your voices will be heard 
cheering and encouraging the people to 
that persistent fortitude which they have 
hitherto displayed, and animating them by 
the manifestation of that serene confidence 
which, in moments of public dauber, is the 
distinctive characteristic of the patriot who 
derives courage from his devotion to his 
country's destiny, and is thus euabled to 
inspire the like oemrage in others. 

Thus united in a common and holy cause 
riaing above all selfish considerations, rah* 
dering all our menus and faculties tribu- 
tarv to the country's welfare, let us bow 
submissively to Divine will and reverently 
invoke the blessing of our Heavenly 
Father, that as He protected and guided our 
sires when Struggling ill a similar cause, so 
lie will enable us to guard safely our altars 
and our firesides, sad maintain inviolate 
the political rights which we inherited.

>Sja»\Ve observe thai the Journal contin- 
ues to cherish the grim anticipation of a 
battle of unprecedented magnitude and 
ration Mt, or before the climacteric 
pa at ;> mm hod in the crisis now pending 
at KiVumoud. 

We have already given our readers nur 
reasons for not sharing in tiiis expectation. 
The very conditions that make the leaders 
desperate, are those most fatal to the prow- 
ess and efliciency of their army. The loss 
of the cause is to the leaders, perhaps, the 
loss of what is dearer than life. Not so to 
the private soldier. And men do not fight 
with doperate valor unless the object of 
their striie hiis this extreme valuation, or 
unions the chance of saving life itself has 
become exclusively dependent on such des- 
peration. Neith»-r of these conditions ex- 
ists for the rel>el army. But in place of 
them are all sorts ot discontent, hardship, 
and discouragement. It is safe to say that 
the rebel army has less prowes* in propor- 
tion to its numbers than ever before, and is 
lew to be depended upon than ever for the 
execution of a coup dc main. Had its lead- 
ers felt safe in trusting that army to the 
stimulus of desperation, they would have 
done it ere this. 

We believe the greatest desperation likely 
to be exhibited now, will be shown in the 
<flbrt of I>ee to escape, with as consolidated 
and lar^e a force as possible, from Rich- 
mond. He must know that that city is 
doomed, and that its fall is very near. No 
doubt the leaders would wade to their 
horses' bridles in the blood of their men, if 
the .a 'tcr would furnish the blood. But|the 
mood those leaders are in, is eminently 
incommunicative. In getting transferred to 
their followers, it gets f rem* /a 'rr/. With the 
leader it may stand for a "final struggle" 
and the "last ditch;" with the follower it 
stands for desertion and the speediest pos- 
sible bridging of the "last ditch." It may 
nerve the leader's arm; but its effects on 
the private soldier are more likely to be 
visible in the legs.

A Successful. Scout— The Body ok Bill 
Davidson Found.— Maj. C. J. Wilson, un- 
der orders from General Palmer, left this 
city last week, with a sufficient force, for a 
scout after guerrillas through Meade, Breck- 
inridge, Hancock and Daviess counties, 
Ky. The New Albany Ledger says that 
the scout has proved, so far, very success- 
ful, resulting in the discovery of the haunts 
of several gaugs of these marauders, and 
the acquisition of much valuable iniorma 
in reference to many professedly loyal 
who Lavo hew secretly aiding the 
guerrillas. This information will be use- 
ful in aiding the policy which has been 
adopted by Gen. Palmer to rid the border 
•it the many gangs of these highwaymen 
and murderers that have so long infested it. 
Citizens who aid guerrillas arc to be deemed 
equally guilty with them, and treated ac- 
cordingly. 

MejOff Wilson, among other discoveries, 
tearaad that the notorious guerrilla leader, 
Bill Davidson, died some ten days ago, ot 
wounds received in the late skirmish bs- 
tweea his men and the Kentucky State 
troops, between ( 'lovcrpoi t and Har lius- 
tang. The do th of Davidson had been 
studiously kept secret, and his burial place 
DOBeasJeo, by his uncle and the physician 
who attended him. But Major Wilson has 
given these gentlemen until Saturday next 
to deliver the body of Davidson at Hawes- 
ville, Ky., for identification, with the add! 
tional information that it they do not deliv- 
er the body as ordered, they will beheld 
individually responsible. 

Major Davidson and his force are now at 
Brandenburg, and they will boon clear out 
the guerrilla bands lhat have of late proved 
sucii a plague to Meade count}'. Major W. 
will eartj out the orders ot General I'almir 
against jruerriilas to the s rictest letter. He 
is an energetic, wide-awake and gallant o:- 
Boar, and ju-t the man for the business up- 
on which he has been ordered.

CaUuHT. — A man named Heller enlisted 
in this city some time ago as a substitute, 
and was sent to Taylor Barracks, receiving 
five or six hundred dollars from the person 
whom he was to represent in the army and 
secure against the chances of being drafted. 
Beller deposited five hundred dollars of 
his substitute money with the sutler at the 
barracks for safe keeping, and a few days 
afterwards, while the sutler was aljsent, he, 
with a lot of substitutes, was suddenly sent 
off lo Nashville to l>«' assigned to a com- 
mand, and he was compelled to leave with- 
out.'drawing his money. The sutler depos- 
ited the mr»ney in one of the banks, to await 
the order of the owner. Day before yester- 
day the substitute called upou him at his 
home in the city, and claimed the money, 
stating that he wms here with a lot of sol- 
diers going lo Sherman's arnij\ The sutler 
at once suspected that he had deserted, and 
determined to satisfy himself before giving 
him the money; and upon inquiry what he 
suspected turned out to be true. Beller 
-t<-ii i i i . 1 i* held as a deserter. 



Death from Poison.— An inquest was 
held Wednesday evening, on Preston street, 
between Market and Jefferson, upon the 
body of a woman named Kalharina Bueh- 
ler. The verdict of the Coroner s jury was. 
death from premature birth. It seems that 
the deceased had taken a drug, prepared 
for her, lo produce abortion, and, from 
symptoms upon the IkmIv, it was evident 
that there must have been some poisonous 
ingit'ilient in the compound taken to 
produce that result. She died Wednes- 
day morning. On the evening of the same 
day a woman named Mary Wolford, living 
on ihe corner of Preston and Market streets, 
was arrested, charg d with having furnish- 
ed Mrs. Buehler with the |>oisonous drug, 
and was placed in jail. She was belore the 
Police Court yesterday morning, but her 
case was continued till this morning. The 
accused enjoys something of a reputation 
among her neighbors as a fortune-teller, 
claiming to be able to foretell future events 
in the lives of persons. The deceased was 
a married woman, and about thirty years 
■f ago. 

The Draft in hi k Coim v.— The num- 
ber of men liable to draft in Jefferson coun- 
ty is near three thousand, to fill the quota 
of four hundred and twenty. Out of this 
three thousand only about two hundred 
and fifty have |>aid their ?20 into the bounty 
fund, to secure themselves the $300 provid- 
ed by the county court. This is a poor 
show, not at all creditable to the county. 
And unless the people show more disposi- 
tion to fill their quota, the draft will be 
suddenly and unexpectedly pushed 
through. Volunteers iu plenty are offered, 
but no money to pay the local bounty.

General Orders No. 4. 

Reliable evidence has reached these head- 
quarters that .emissaries of the rebel Gov- 
ernment are engaged in recruiting lor their 
exhanated armies in the State of Kentucky. 
Appeals are again made to the young men 
of the State to disregard their duty and 
risk their lives and honor in a wrecked and 
deepamte c ause, while men who have de- 
serted the rebel service and are now peace- 
ably at their homes are required to rejoin 
their commandH, again encounter the perils 
of treason under the threatened penalty of 
betrayal to the Federal authorities, who, 
they are taught to believe, will treat them 
as outlaws and guerrillas. 

To counteract these eflorts to mislead the 
men who have, In good faith, deserted the 
rebel service, all deserters from the rebel 
armies, now in this Department, will, with- 
in thirty days from date, report themselves 
to the Provost Marshal of the county in 
which they reside for registry. And all 
persons who may hereafter desert from the 
rebel armies and come into this Depart- 
ment will, within live days after their ar- 
rival report themselves lor the same pur- 
pose. 

Provost Marshals will receive the report 
of all persons presenting themselves under 
this order, will register the name, age, resi- 
dence, and the particular military organi- 
zation from which they have deserted. 
Such registry will be regarded by the mili- 
tary authorities of this Department as a 
distinct renunciation of all further connec- 
tion with the rebel Government and as en- 
titling the registered person, who demeans 
himself as a peaceable citizen, to military 
protection. 

Persons who refuse to present themselves 
for registry as required by this order will 
be understood as adhering to the rebel gov- ! 
ernment, and, if captured, will be treated 
as spies, guerrillas, or otherwise, according 
to the circumstances of the case.

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The offensive forces in this campaign 
were two grand armies, composed as fol- 
lows:

These two corps compose 
tho Army of the Tennessee, under com- 
mand of Maj.

The Army of the Tennessee, with the ex-

The Army of the Cumberland, accompa- 
nied by Gen. Corse's division, crossed the 
Savannah river at Sister's Ferr3 r , aud be- 
gan its march in those treacherous,gloomy, 
and apparently impassable flats, that 
stretch out from the Savannah river for 
miles aud miles on either hand, oflering 
passage during high waters, only over nar- 
row causeways, that are overflowed to the 
depth of two or three feet. 

February 1st.— The 20th Missouri, un- 
der Major Burkhardt, held the advance 
to-day, and drove the enemy wheiever 
found. The most perplexing obstacles met 
with to-day were blockaded nMMOWnjn, 
Wherever these narrow roads gave neaanm 
through a swamp tho eneuiy had felled 
great numbers of trees, and cut away 
bridges over small streams that crossed the 
road. Wheeler commanded the enemy's 
forces in our front.

At this point the enemy, sheltered behind a 
barricade, it was thought would offer stub- 
born resistance. A small party of the 7th 
Illinois, armed with the Henry rifle, 
charged the position, and it was speedily 
abandoned. 

Wheeler, loth to draw off entirely, still 
annoyed us from cover of thickets. Capt. 
Degrass soon precipitated his withdrawal to 
more removed ground by tho employment 
of a few shells. 

The 17th Corps marched on the parallel 
with the Salkebatchie, the 9th Illinois 
mounted infantry holding the advance of 
that column, and encountering rather more 
stubborn and determined foes than was 
found in front of tho loth Corps. The 
causeways were blockaded by felled trees, 
and all the bridges along the route were de- 
stroyed. 

During the advance to-day, Lieut. Tay- 
lor, one of General Howard's stall' officers, 
was seriously wounded. 

it was the intention to cross the army of 
tho Cumberland and Gen. Corse's division 
of the 15th corps, just opposite Hardeeville. 

The heavy rains that fell just at the open- 
ing of the campaign, caused such a sudden 
and unexpected rise of the river, that the 
effort proved not only fruitless, but cost us 
many wagons and mules, and several 
teamsters. That portion of the train that 
had succeeded by slow and laborious ad- 
vances in penetrating the flats or swamrxs 
that line the Savannah, almost to the river, 
was caught by the rapid waters, and it was 
only by the most strenuous exertions that 
any of the wagons were saved. 

Uncuccessful here, the column moved to 
Sister's Ferry, aud there, on the 1st, they 
lay, working like so many beavers, cutting 
timbers, bridging and corduroying through 
the swamps. 

February 2.— The 17th corps, breaking 
camp before sunrise, was on the move as 
soon as day dawned sufficiently to light the 
road. All last night the enemy plied tho 
ax, blockading the causeways, and this 
morning was found in our front ready to 
dispute our advance. It was a gigantic la- 
bor to move an army with its trains through 
swamps like these. 

The army of the Cumberland is still 
working its slow, tedious, taxing passage 
through the swamps of the Savannah. 

February 3. — General Mower, comman- 
ding division, and holding the advance of 
the 17lh Corps, cleared Whippy Swamp and 
moved rapidly forward to Braxton's 
Bridge, compelling the enemy to retreat, 
burn the bridge, aud defend the causeway. 
Then, with the 9th Illinois Mounted In fan- 
try in advance, he pushed on through ' jlj h * rw »u, tin 



the present generation of males. 

The !7th corps is grazing along toward 
COW Pen Ford, engaged in about the same 
hwincni that occupies the 15th. 

The army of the Cumberland is at last 
anmni the Savannah, laboring late and ear- 
ly In corduroying the undescnbable muddy 
roads. 

Kkiiri arv 4.— General Wood's division 
of the 15th corps held the advance to-day, 
aud moved forward over wretched roads 
via Anglesey's to Buford's Bridge. The 
rebels were pushed steadily back across 
the Salkebatchie. The enemy's position at 
Beaufort's Bridge, defended by a single 
regiment of resolute men and two pieces of 
artillery, would have been impregnable to 
assault iu front. The causeway through the 
swamp leading to the bridge is almost a 
mile in ienpth, and is cut by sixteen small 
streams, none of which could bo crossed 
without being bridged. 

The pioneers were soon at work. A frame 
church, loug the place of wot ship of those 
who leaned to the Baptist faith, was raz- ed, 
and tho timbers used for bridges and cor- 
duroying. 

The 17th corps only demonstrated in the 
direction of Cow Pen Ford, on the Big Sal- 
kebatchie. 

The Army of the Cumberland is crossing 
the Savannah. 

Fi Hitt ARY in— The 90th Missouri infantry 
held the advance, and fought its way, foot 
by foot, to the little Salkebatchie. 

On the north Hide of the Little Salke- 
batchie we discov red the enemy, advan- 
tageously posted to command the causeway 
through the Uirder eg >»amp. This nar- 
row passu ge-w>iy was more thoroughly 
blockaded by felled timt>er than any other 
on the march. Tho gieat gnarly tops and 
■ run ks of pines interlocking with i he brushy 
cypress, rendered it almost iui|>ossible lor 
the men to pick a ]>aa*age through. The 
water of the swamp was from three to four 
feet deep, and the air raw and chilly. 

Col. Weaver's brigade, of Wood's divi- 
sion, was ordered to pass the swamp and 
dislodge the eneuiy from the opposite bank. 
Approaching the maiu stream, the men 
wading to their necks and middles in water, 
and holding ab .ve their heads their arm-, 
and cartridge boxes, the enemy opened on 
our line from au earthwork, constructed 
under cover of the woods. Without tiring 
a gun, without halting a moment, the line 
pushed on, with a yell, crossed the main 
stream, and moved directly on the work. 
Boldness such as this seemed to dumb- 
found and unnerve the enemy, who !l«d in 
every direction. Tho injury inflicted was 
very light, not more than a dozen m n be- 
ing wounded and none killed. 

Reaching high ground, the enemy mount- 
ed, was seen within easy musket range, 
just on the opposite side of a wide and deep 
lagoon. The Doys seemed unwilling to dis- 
turb the "Johnuies," as they term them, 
»>ut rather :od their curiosity to keep them 
ihere until a piece of artillery could be 
brought up. The gun was hardly placed 
in position, whe". the rebels, uugrateful 
fellows, scampered off, rcfu-dng to DeGrass 
the pleasure of "lifting them." Corps en- 
camped at Orange Grove Church. 

The 17th corps found the main bridge 
over the Little Salkebatchie— a structure 
sixty-six feet iu length— and all the lesser 
bridges through sw amps on either side, 
deal i >ved. 

In live hours two hundre 1 and sixty-two 
feet of bridging had been rebuilt, and the 
column put In motion. A reconnoissame 
was pushed out to Lemon creek, meeting 
with up resistance of any moment, but find- 
ing biidges over streams and through 
swamps, destroyed. 

The 20th corps moved on toward Lawton- 
ville, and 14ih corps to Brighton. Corse 
deflected from Lawtonville road, cut loose 
from the Cumberland Army, bridged 
John's Pen Brauch, and, by a blind road, 
pushed with all pos-iblesp.-ed toward Hick- 
ory Hill. 

I' Khiu'arv 7.— The 1 ">t ii Corps is on the 
march before to-day, headed towards Ham- 
burg, with aideta to strike the Charleston 
and Augusta Railroad at that point, and 
destroy it half way to Midway. 

Our advance, 29th Mo., found a small 
force of rebel cavalry at the place, who af- 
ter slight resistance, retreated. 

Not a moment was lost after reaching the 
place, in destroying the road. The men 
tell to work making 'augers," a term they 
apply to twisted rails. Iu two hours as far 
as the eye could IQQCh on either hand, the 
road was but a line of lire. 

The 17th Corps met with obstructions at 
every causeway. The enemy deleuded 
every defensible point, and retarded con- 
siderably th« clearing of the roads and 
bridging of streams. In consequence, the 
corps reached the railroad late in the day. 

Tue Army of ihe Cumberland is drawing 
its slow length along through the miserable 
swamp roads leading to Brighton and Dau- 
ioiton. Forage is very scarce, and the roads 
must be corduroyed almost half the dis- 
tance they travel. 

Corse's division made lo-day, with cordu- 
roying the roads ami the most strenuous 
labors, bu! M veil Hides. 

Fkhki\v;;y &. — That 15th Corps, determin- 
ed to make the work of destruction on the 
railroad irreparable, is still burning ties 
and twisting rails. The depot buildings, 
warehouses, and oilier buildings, stored 
with cotton to the extent of nine hundred 
and eighty-two bales, were tired. A recon- 
nohnjnnoe, under <»eu. Hazen, was ordered, 
to Cannon's bridge over the Edistj. The 
enemy fired <>n our advance, retreated 
through the swamp over a causeway that 
was overflowed to tho depth of three feet, 
and burned the bridge. The 5 ".d Ohio was 
deployed in these st amps, aud, wading to 
their necks in water this very cold day, 
pushed almost to the river bank. The en- 
emy well poatcd bfhiud works, about a 
regiment strong, with two pieces of artille- 
ry, effectually guarded the crossing and the 
recounoissance relumed to report. 

A reconnoitering party under Capiain 
Henlv, of Geueral Blair's staff, advttmed 
toward Walker's bridge. The eneuiy was 
alarmed, tired the bridge, and re tr ea t ed. 
It was a very maswive and very costly struc- 
ture.
